AT LISTMAN MILL 
Glorious Fourth 


CONTRACT IS A RUSH JOB 


Labor Saving 
Machinery 
of Most 
Modem Type Is to he Installed 
In the New Section 


To cheapen the cost of production 
Is the chief aim, in the construction 
of th”? new mill and the addition of 
new machinery in the plant of the 
Listman Mill company, for 
which 
contracts were let yesterday. 
In every department of the mill 
expense will be cut down to a mini- j 
mum and labor saving machines and 
appliances will be installed 
which 
in me long run will 
greatly 
cut 
down the cost of grinding. 
During 
the past two years, milling machin­ 
ery has been so greatly improved as, 
to almost revolutionize the methods 
of flour manufacture, and the com­ 
pany in making its new plans care­ 
fully took into consideration every 
change and appliance which 
pres­ 
ented itself. 
As the greatest expense in the op­ 
eration of a factory of this kind is 
the amount of 
labor employed, all 
machinery 
installed 
in the new 
building will be placed with a view 
to saving on this score. 
Indicative of this is the coal u n -! 
loading 
and 
handling 
machinery 
t specified in the plans. 
Track scales 
will be prodded for the coal cars, 
beneath which 
are 
coal 
hoppers. 
Coal will be received at the mill 
only in hopper bottomed cars. When 
the bb It is drawn /rom this hopper, 
the coal will drop to the tank below,1 
and the car which still remains on 
the tracks will then be reweighed 
to determine the exact weight of 
the fuel received. 
The coal will be 
elevated by means of 
an 
endless 
chain to the coal bunkers above the 
boilers. 
These will be constructed 
entirely of steel and concrete, and 
have a capacity of 500 tons. 
By 
means of automatic chain 
grates, 
and over automatic 
scales 
which 
will exactly measure the amount of 
fuel burned the coal will 
be 
fed 
from these bankers to the furnaces 
automatically. 
Cinders and ashes will be 
dis­ 
charged by the chain grates at the 
other end of the firebox, into a con­ 
crete pit, from whence it will be 
removed by auto ilia tie chain eleva­ 
tors to the ash and cinder recepta­ 
cle which will be located above the 
boilers in a position 
to discharge 
.direct'y€$n to. an empty car. when a 
sufficient amount accumulates. 
In 
this manner every pound of 
fuel 
burned has been 
weighed and ac­ 
counted for, and at the same time 
no manual labor has been required 
in the operation. 
This well illus­ 
trates the principle of the 
entire 
plant. 
Once in operation, the new mill 
will grind a trainload of wheat dai­ 
ly, and two trains will be required 
to haul away the product. 
On the second floor of the mill 
will be located the roller mills. The 
floor above the basement 
will be 
left open for packing and shipping 
departments. 
Passenger lifts 
will 
be located in convenient parts 
of 
the building, for the speedy convey­ 
ance of help from one department 
to another. 
Trackage facilities will be of the 
best. 
On either side of the mill will 
be located two sidetracks. 
where 
cars can be loaded so that 
eight 
cars can be unloaded and reloaded 
at the same time. 
Grain 
can he 
handed at the rate of 6.000 bush­ 
els an hour, from the oars. 
It will 
be weighed both on the tracks and 
on hopper 
scales 
after 
removal 
from the cars and will receive a 
third weighing in automatic grain 
scales d ir e c tly above the first rol­ 
ler mills. 
This will insure a triple 
check on the weights in, and the 
product out, as
